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Housing options vary, depending 

on your qualifications, needs, and 

funding. 

Some programs, such as Section 8, 

are filled only through waiting lists, 

which are not always open. 

Public housing options on the 

other hand will always take applica-

tions, but do not always have open-

ings. 

Best thing to do is to be prepared 

and plan ahead.  Know when wait-

ing lists are opened.  Know when 

applications are accepted.

Hundreds more households want to 
get into the Section 8 Program than 
THA can serve, so the Section 8 wait-
ing list is not always open.

Participants in THA programs pay 30% to 
40% of their adjusted income for rent and 
utilities.    

WHAT HOUSING PROGRAMS 
DOES THA HAVE? 

The Public Housing Program   

THA owns eight apartment complexes 
that have a total of 662 one to five bed-
room units.  There is always a waiting 
list for these units, and they are rented 
on a first come-first served basis.  It can 
take anywhere from a few weeks to sev-
eral months to come to the top of the 
waiting list.  THA takes and screens 
applications for these complexes just 
like any landlord.   

 

Four of these complexes serve elderly 
persons and persons with disabilities.  
Four are for families.   

 

The Section 8 Program   

THA pays part of the rent and utilities 
for more than 1,000 households rent-
ing from private sector landlords.  
Every month these landlords get two 
rent checks, one from THA and one 
from their tenant.  These landlords, 
not THA, take and screen rental appli-
cations.
